James H. Britton, ex-Mayor of St. Louis 
and formerly President of the defunct State 
National Bank of this city, was arrested last 
night upon a charge of aiding and abetting 
in the embezzlement of $2,412.44 from the 
First National Bank of Vernon, Tex. He was 
held in custody all night and to-day, in 
Charge of a deputy marshal, is trying to 
arrange his bond, which he promised to give 
before the United States Commissioner at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. 

He was indicted for the crimejwith which 
he is charged by the Grand-jury at Dallas, 
Tex. Another indictment of the same nature 
Was returned at the same time and place 
against his son, Alfred M. Britton, President 
of the First National Bank of Vernon, Tex. 
The son was arrested some days agoana is 
now outon bond awaiting histrial. The in- 
dictment tells the following story of the his- 
tory of the charge against James H. Britton: 

Mr. Britton itappears isa resident of New 
York State, and ig insolvent. Whilefjin this 
condition on Jan. 30, 1893, he drew a note for 
$2,412.44, which he sent to his son Alfred ,then 
President of the First National Bank of 
Vernon, Tex., and his son discounted the 
same with the funds of the bank, in spite of 
the fact that he was fully aware of his fath- 
ers’insolvency that he was a non-resident of 
the State, and thatthe note was therefore 
worthless. Thisfactis said to have been 
discovered by the Bank KExaminer, who at 
once laid the matter before the Grand-jury, 
securing indictments for embezzlement and 
alaing and abetting in embezzlement. 

BRITTON’S ARREST. 

Alfred M. Britton, the son, wasé arrested as 
soon asthe indictment was returned. The 
one against James.H. Britton had to be for- 
warded to New York, his place of residence, 
for settlement. Before it arrived there, how- 
ever, : a gone West and it wae 
fyund that his destination was St. Louis. The 
indictment was forwarded here, arrivin 
osrervay morning, and wasat once place 

nthe hands of Deputy Marshal W. W. Nall 
for service. He made inquiries for the man 
wanted, and learned that he had gone to 
a ne y, Mo., on business a fow days pre- 
ous 


The deputy telegraphed to Moberly, re- 
questing the arrest of Mr. Britton, and re- 
ceivedinreply a message stating that his 
man had gone East that morning on the Wa- 
Dash train. The deputy boarded the train, 
as it rolled into the Union Depot, at6:10 
o’cloek last evening, at once recognized Mr. 
Britton and plac him under arrest. He 
was not locked up In jail, but spent the night 
under arrest in company with his captor at 
the Laclede Hotel. 

This morning, after an interview with 
United States Commissioner Crawford, Mr. 
Britton stated that he could secure bond, 
andin company witha deputy marshal, he 
was given an opportunity todo so. He has 
many friends and relatives in this city and it 
is believed he will secure bondsmen.;

A Bample Ticket and a Complete De- 
scription cf the Drawing—Gov. John- 
son Appeared as Attorney for the 
Celestials—Let Off Lightly Because 
None but Chinamen Were Found in 
the Dive. 


There is rejoicing in one part of China- 
town. Those fifty-six Chinamen who were 
arrested last Sunday by a squad of twenty- 
eight detectives and police officers were Gis- 
charged this morning on payment of costs. 
Ex-Gov. Charlies P. Johnson appeared in the 
Police Court to defend them. 

The crimes with which the accused were 
charged are serious ones and it was only be- 
cause the gambling operations were confined 
to Celestials that they got. off so 
lightly. The policy game run at No. 16 
South Eighth street is called in 
Chinese ‘‘Pak Kop Pu,’’ 1. e., literally, 
White pigeon lottery, or tickets. The 
proprieter of the establishment issues a 
large number of tickets to his customers. 
They are allalikein bearing upon one side 
eighty printed characters arranged in ten 
vertical lines, which again are each divided 
in the middle by two horizontal lines running 
right through. These eighty characters are 
bodily taken from the frst two pages 
of a book called the **Thousana 
Character Classic,’’ a primer whose pecul!l- 
arity is that it has exactly 1,000 
words, notwoof which are alikein form, 
though they may be in meaning. This little 
book isatreatise on everything In general 
and nothingin particular. A translation of 
this ticket willshow you what is meant by 


that, , 
HOW THE DRAWING €s DONE. 

Now these eighty different words, or char- 
acters, are taken asa basisfor betting. The 
man whorunsthe game appoints an hour 
forthe drawing. When the time arrives, 
the customers’ tickets are gathered in 
together with the money they want to put up. 
They are allowed to mark either ten, twelve 
or fifteen of the eighty characters on the 
tickets and the characters s0 marked are 
what he betson. Then, when al! the tickets 
and money are in, the man who owns or 
manages the shop takes four saucers or 
pans, numbered from ito 4, and puts into 
each pan twenty paper balis, each of which 
contains a character corresponding to one 
onthe ticket. An assistant has another ves- 
$e1 containg four paper balls, with the num- 
vers 1, 2,8. oré4on them. The latter draws 
one of these balls, and ifitis 1, then the 
chief takes a ball from the pan 
marked 1 and, so on, until twenty 
balls have been taken inliké manner. 
The balls are unrolled and the characters on 
them announced. Ifa customer hits on four 
characters or less out of ten which he bet on 
he loses his money. If he hits on five char- 
acters heils paid back twicethe amount he 
has put up. If he hits on six characters he 
wins back twenty times as much, and seven 
characters will bring 200 times, and so on, so 
that ifa man ts lucky an ante of 10 cents may 
bring him $400.

Arguments on Motions to Quash Before 
the Supreme Court. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 18.—A return 
to the writ of certiorari in the case of Mayor 
Walbridge of St. Louis Against Judge Val- 
Mant, which involves the power of the 
Mayor to oust Building Commissioner Reid, 
was filed before Division No. 2 of the Su- 
preme Court this Morning. A few 


minutes after court opened Leverett Bell, at- 
torney for Reid, filed a @iotion to dismiss the 
writ on the following sfounds: ‘‘The relator 
in the original case moves to quash or dis- 
miss the writ of certiorari returnabie herein 
on March 13, 184° for the reas n 
that the same -or Was im provident- 
ly ranted in this, frst, that this 
court has not jurisdiction of the issues in the 
case of the state ex rel, Reid vs. Walbridge, 
which case is brought here by said writ; 
second, if, however, this court has jurisdic- 
tion of said controversy, provision is made 
by the statute law of this State 
for the removal of sald case here by writ of 
error or appeal, and cefilorarit does not lie. 
Third, the above mentioned case at the date 
of the issue of this writ was pending in the 
Circuit Court of the City of Sst. Louis 
undetermined, and no final judg: 
ment had been entered in the VUourt 
below and fourth it does not appear that the 
relator inthis writ has@ny personal inter- 
est in the subject matter of the original 
case.’’ City Counselor Marshall then fleda 
motion to quash proceedings in the Circuit 
Court, and these two motions have been ar- 
gued and taken under advisement by this 
court.

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Breckinridge’s Attorneys Accused 
of Carrying Deadly Weapons. 


Remarkable Statement From the Bench 
Made by Judge Bradley.

THE KENTUCKIANS DENY HAVING PIs- 
TOLS IN THEIR HIP POCKETS, 


Yesterday’s Row Passed Over Without 
a Reprimand—Depositions on Miss 
Pollard’s Side Ruled Out as Irregular 
in Form—Mre Dr. Logan’s Statement 
Admitted—The Pilaintfff May Mot Be 
Placed on the Witness Stand. 


Wasuinetor, D-.c., March 13.—Such a 
gathering of Jawyersas to-day filled the Cir- 
cult Court, where the Pollard-Breckinridge 
case is on trial, has seldom been seen in 
Washington. Members of the local bar 
crowded thé place to see what sentence 
Judge Bradley would mete out to the visiting 
Kentuckians who had made a pugilistic as- 
saultupon Miss Pollard’s attorney at the 
adjournment of court last evening. Within 
the recollection of the court officials there 
had been no instance of a resort to fisticuffs 
by practitioners before the local bar. 

Col. Breckinridge, smilling as usual, was 
shaking hands with his cousin, Gen. Joseph 
Breckinridge, when Judge Bradley took his 
geatonthe bench. Impressive silence fol- 
lowed the roll call of jurors, the Judge seem- 
ing to wait for explanationsjfrom the lawyers. 
Then he sald: *‘I notice the papers have laid 
out a course af procedure for me 
to follow regarding an occurrence 
just outside the court room after 
the court had adjourned yesterday 
evening, which the court did not see, and 
which the parties concerned in it probably 
regret as much as the court does. It is not 
a matter of which the court can take judicial 
notice. As it was past the hour for adjourn- 
ment when the plaintiff's counsel had 
finished speaking last night, and as I no- 
ticed some evidences of excitement on the 
part of the{defendant’s counsel, I thought it 
best to adjourn the court, thinking that after 
anightof thought over the connection in 
which certain words had been used the 
counsel might look upon them differently, 
Had the trouble referred to taken place in 
court it would have been the duty of the 
court to take judicial notice of it and he 
would have Gone so promptliy.’’ 

ARE THE KENTUCKIANS ARMED? 

Then, after a brief pause, Judge Bradley 
proceeded: ‘*There fg another matter about 
which I deem it my duty to speak. The 
court has received information that some of 
the gentlemen representing the defendant 
have come into thé Court-room armed, There 
is a law for the punishment of the offense of 
carrying concealed weapons, not as stringent 
asl wishit was, This is a law-abiding com. 
munity, the courts are adequate to protect 
citizens, and as such conduct is uncalled for, 
it is most reprehensible. If the court has in- 
formation adequate we will see that 
prosecution is begun in the police court of 
the district.’’ 

Here Mr. Butterworth rose, stating that he 
had never carried a weapon and thought the 
counsel should be given an opportunity to 
enter disclaimers, as he would regret the oc- 
currence of such a breach of order as much 
as the Court. 

Mr. Shelby, Col. Breckinridge’s partner, 
said he had never carried a weapon in his 
life. Mr. McKenney followed with a similar 
statement. Mr. Stoll declared that he had 
never entered the presence of a Court armed, 
andthen Mr. Thompson remarked: 

‘‘AsI am the only one leftI will entera 
disclaimer also.’’ 

Mr. Carlisle rose to say that he wished it 
understood that the information had. not 
come from any of the plaintiff’s counsel, to 
which Judge Bradley assented, remarking 
that it had been made to him by reputable 
parties. 

DEPOSITIONS RULED OUT. 

The belligerent episode having thus been 
closed, Attorney Stoll for the defense was 
asking to be permitted an argument in sup 
port of his motion to suppress the deposi- 
tions taken the day before the trial, when 
Judge Bradley interposed: ‘'I hardly think 
itis mecessary, as the court was about to 
decide in your favor.’’ 

The judge exeluded the depositions on the 
ground that they did not conform to the law, 
that they must either be written by the de- 
ponentorby the notary before whom they 
were taken, as they were written arterward

San Fraxcisco, Cal., March 12.—The United 
States man-of-war Marion, which should 
have been wellon her way to this port, is at 
Yokohama undergoing extensive repairs.

The reply of President Peixoto has not yet 
been made known, but it is believed that 
some king of arrangement will be arrived at, 
and that the war is ended so far as the insur- 
gent fleet in these waters is concerned.

He there- 
upon prepd@red the remains for burial, sat up 
with the corpse all day Saturday, all 
Saturday night and all day Sunday, 
except the time he spent in mak- 
ing a coffin for the corpse. For 
these services he was given $5 with the 
understanding, he maintains, that 
he was to get more in time. 
On Nov. 1 the widow, Paulina 
Less, was granted letters of administration, 
and Tennenbaum demanded more money of 
her, Dut failed to get it. Then Tennenbaum 
went to Attorney Charles F. Ziebold, to see 
about taking legal means to collect what 
was due him. He found though that 
Mrs. Less had gone to Arkansas and de- 
cided to walt till she returned. She came 
back the latter part of February, and on 
March 3 he filed a claim against the estate on 
behalf of Tennenbaum for $265, which was as 
follows:

TENNENBAUM AS A MATCHMAKER. 

Tennenbaum, the claimant, is a rather in- 
teresting character himself. He is an old 


man, a carpenter by trade, and lives at 1124 
North Ninth street. In his earlier years he 
wasaman of some consequence in Russia, 
but under an edict of the Czar he hadto flee 
from his native land. When he came here 
about 10 years ago his fame as a man of im- 
portance among his brethren in Russia fol- 
lowed him. He wasa ‘‘Schachtgen’’ among 
other things,a man whose services were 
called in to assist in makinga match between 
two young nn og whose parents; had agreed 
that they should marry. About two years 
ago he was called on to officiate as mediator 
between the son of Julius Goldwasser and 
the daughter of M. Saphir, who live 
in the vicinity of Seventh and Wash streets. 
He accepted the offer and succeeded in get- 
ting the couple married. Then the parents 
refused to pay TennenbDaum, and with Mr. 
Ziebold as attorney, he sued Goldwasser and 
Saphir for $100 each. He lost his «ase 
against Sapbir, but got udgment 
for $2 against Goldwasser. The latter ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court, where the decree 
bee affirmed and Tennenbaum got his 
money. 

The estate is valued at about $2,500 and 
consists principally of two houses, one at 1124 
a avenue and the other on Biddle 
street.

Decision of Judge Dillon in the Sund- 
berg Case. 


HUSBAND GRANTED THE DIVORCE AND 
CUSTODY OF CHILDREN. 


Mrs. Sundberg Has the Title of the Market 
Street'Property Piaced in Her Name 
and Her Husband Is Awarded the 
Other Real Estate—News of the Civil 
Courts. 


Judge Dillon to-day handed down two de- 
cisions in the two Sundberg cases, The cases

In the divorce suit the decree was granted 
to the plaintiff, Louis Sundberg, and the cus- 
tody of the minor children awarded to him. 

Mrs. Sundberg still asserts that her hus- 
band adopted wrong methodsto get his evi- 


dence for a divorce sothat he might marry 
another woman. 

Mrs. Catherine Sundberg was at one time 
the modest and humble proprietor ofa sec- 
ond-hand clothing store on the Levee a little 
way north of Market street. The seconda- 
hand clothing business prospered and Mrs. 
Sundberg, whose name then was not Sund- 
berg, invested some of her money in 
a boarding, or, rather, a lodging- 
house. About this time Mr. Sundberg turned 
up and undertook to help Mrs. Sundberg 
alongin her business, and still the business 
coantinued to grow and thrive. Some new 
property was bought with the proceeds of 
the second-hand clothing business. 

After living together as man and wife for 
sometime the prospering couple got mar- 
ried. Then Mr. Sundberg beganto assume 
control of all the property, Mrs. Sundberg 
now claiming that Sundbers had only $100 
when she took him intothe clothing business. 

Afew months ago ere was a row and 
then Mrs, Sundberg filed a suit for divorce 
from her husband. He persuaded her to 
withdraw it, and a short time later he 
brought one himself, asserting among 
other things that he had fol- 
lowed her one day and found 
her partly undressed in 4 room with a 
strange man at Hotel Emory. Mrs. Sund- 
berg did not deny being found in the room, 
but said that she was lured there by decoy 
notes sent at the instigation of her husband. 
She then file@ a e6rops-bill to the 
suit. reciting the fact of her former suit 
having been filed and the circumstances of 
its withdrawal. Some very agly statements 
were made on both sides, and all the neigh- 
borhood of Levee and Marke! street took an 
active interest in the trial of the suit, 

Mrs. Catherine Sundberg then filed a suit 
for the recovery of property she alleged had 
been taken by her husband when it properly 
belonged to her.

The Board of Public Improvements

The statement sent from Washington 
which connects President Cleveland with 
the scandalous delay of Senator White in 
resigning from the Senate after his ap- 
pointment to the Supreme bench, will be 
received with profound regret. 

It is explained in behalf of Mr. White 
that the President was informed of and 
agreed to the former’s intention to hold 
his seatin the Senate for the purpose of 
securing a protective tax on sugar.

The United States 
Senate in times past was contemplated 
with something like reverence and awe by 
the people of America, and liberal think- 
ers of other nations looked upon it as the 
embodiment of sublimated political wis- 
dom, But it was then a popular body, i 
touch with thé masses, a representative 
Democratic assembly. It reputation was 

kept high by the character of the high- 
minded men whose Joftiest aspiration was 
to obtain its honors, and who were never 
distracted from their public duties by 
motives of private gain or mean ambition. 

This high character became a tradition, 
and upon the legend Senatorsrely.

It is significant of the growth of the 
Democratic sentiment in Great Britain 
that the British Democracy on the eve 
of astruggle with the last vestige of po- 
litical privilege should accept the leader- 
ship of one of its beneficiaries and that 
a peer should take that leadership with 
the expressed expectation of leading his 
forces against the last stronghold of his 
class.

IT 18 A VERY ELABORATE MEASURE OF 
‘191 SECTIONS. 

Advocates Dividing All Past Legislation 
Into Twenty-two Chapters—It Would 
Be a Very Convenient Grouping of the 
Laws on the Subject—Opinions of Esy- 
nolds and Lochren. 


Wasuinoeton, March 18.—In the first ses- 
sion of the Fifty-third Congress Representa- 
tive Pearson of Obio Introduced a will for the 
codification and arrangement of the laws re- 
lating to pensions. it is a very elaborate 
measure of 191'sections ana 142 printed pages, 
and divides all the past legislation on the 
pension qnestion into twenty-two chapters, 
each of which is again subdivided into sec- 
tions properly headed, making altogether a 
most complete and thorough grouping and 
convenient arrangement of the lawson the 
| subject. 

The bill was sent tothe Committee on the 


man of the committee, in turn referred itito 
the Department of the Interior, with a re- 
quest that it be considered and an opinion 
given as to the desirability of its enactment. 
He has recently received from Assistant Sec- 
retary Reynoldsa letter in which the latter 
says heis much impressed with the impor- 
tance of the matter and in addition 
to seeking the opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Pensions regaraing it 
be gave careful personal attention to 
the arrangements and details of the 
bill, and is convinced that in ail respects it 
is worthy of commendation. Mr. Reynolds 
farther says that the Secretary of the In- 
terior, in his recent annual report, recom- 
mends the codification of the pension laws, 
and it is believed, he says, that this bill, if 
speedily enacted, will supply the obvious 
need which prompted that recommendation. 
He suggests one change in the bill and says 
he heartily concurs inthe statements of the 
Commissioner of Pensions transmitted here- 
with. 

Judge Lochren, the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, after saying that he had examined 
the bill personally and with great care, ex- 
presses the opinion that it presents in homo- 
geneous form and logical order all the legis- 
lation now in force relating to the pension 
system. Continuing, he says: 

**Ido not recommend any amendment to 
the bill, as, in my judgment, no amendment 
could be made which would not involvea 
departure, in some degree, from the exist- 
ing law and praetice, which would be asiile 
from the purpose of the billas indicated by 
ite title. To my mind, the utility of the 
speedy enactment of this bill, reducing to 
one systematic form the complex, detached 
and fragmentary pension legislation of a 
hundred years, and forming a guide and 
basis for any future enactments looking 
toward simplification and equalization of 
these laws, is beyond question.’’

SAVORS OF PATERNALISMN. 


Why Mr. Bingham Opposes Printing of 
Stamps by the Government. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Representative 
Bingham of Philadelphia is preparing to urge 
amendments to the appropriation bijls by 
which the Government will be prohibited 
from carrying out Secretary Carlisle’s plan of 
printing itsown postage stamps. Asa pre- 
liminary to this move, Mr. BingMam intro- 
duced resolutions callingon Secretary Car- 
lisleand Postmaster-General Bissell for in- 


formation as to why the bids of private par- 
ties were rejected and the contract for 
printing the stamps was given to the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. 

Secretary Carlisle responded yesterday, 
showing the amountthe Government would 
save by doing its own printing of stamps. 
Mr. Bissell is yet to be heard from. 

When these replies are in hand Mr. Bing- 
ham wili turn his attention to the appropria- 
tion bills, and will move amendments to the 
weed A civil and to the post-office appropria- 
tion bills, specifically defining that work on 
ee stamps shali be done by private institu- 
tions. 

Mr. Bingbam says the absorption by the 
Government of printing and other private 
industries is in the line of paternalism, which 
the founders of Democracy denounced. He 
will urge that this policy of Government com- 
petition with private enterprise is unjust. 

Through this amendment tothe appropria- 
tion ODilils Mr. Bingham expects to 
eventually continue the printingof stamps 
in private institutions instead of in the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing.

ON THE ERIE CANAL. 


Electricity Will Be Used as a Motive 
Power. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 13.—Permission to 
to use electricity asa motive power on the 
Erie Canalbas been granted the Uataract 
General Electric Co. of Niagara Falls. Supt. 
Hannon of the State Departmeat of Public 
Works has issued a fifty-year permit. The 
company, itis povided, shall not charge 
for the use of such power by the canalboat 
men ata rate exceeding $20 per electrical 
horsepower for each season of navigation 
and itis promised that the rate will be much 
lower. 

Even at $20 a horse-power an owner would 
be saved 60 per cent a season On the opera- 
tion of his boat, in comparison with the pres- 
ent cost of canalboat propulsion. The com- 
pany is to furnish the State, free of charge, 
sufficient power to operate motors to open 
all gateways leading to and from locks, and 
also electric lights sufficient to properly 
illuminate such locks at night. 

The company must have its plant for oper- 
ating boats by electricity in operation on the 
Erie Canal between Buffalo and Albany 
within three years from date, or else the 

rivilege accorded by the permit shali be 

orfeited. 

In case the company shall construct along 
the canals an electrical plant for use, 
Known asthetrolley or traction system, it 
shall bej the privilege of the State to 
condemn and purchase such property ata 
price equal to the actual original cost with 10 
per cent added thereto. All work done by 
the company shall be subject as to ti q 
_——— aad manner to the — + apt of the 

uperintendent of Public Works. 

All damages growing out of the use of elec- 
tricity on the canals shall be borne by the 
company and the State shall in no way be 

ut to any expense on account of the grant- 

ng or operation of the permit.
